Scheel Report. 


In making our report this year, we have concluded to depart 
from the usual custom of criticising or praising the work of 
each teacher separately and in detail, for the reason that the 
law does not require it, and that such a course must cause un- 
pleasant feelings in the minds of some. 

The schools have been, on the whole, very successful, much 
more so than usual, we conclude, from the fact of having a 
complete change and uniformity of text-books. 

The whole number of scholars enrolled during the past year, 
and attending school, was 70; whole amount of money ap- 
propriated for the school year, $435.00; amount received as 
tuition, $2.60; amount unexpended last year, $8.51; whole 
amount of available funds, $446.10; amount unexpended, 
$6.73. 

In schools § and 10 a trifle more than the amount apportioned 
was expended ; in each of the other schools a trifle less, which 
amounts should be added or substracted to the several appor- 
tionments of the coming year, as each case requires.
